9, Do not alter or modify your gun, and haye guns serviced regularly.

e The Remington Model 600 is a light weight, compart jar get e 
rifle with a ventilated rib barrel, The Monte Carto stock is 
full length and has a pistol grip. The receiver is filted 
with removable plug screws for receiver sights or telescope 
mounts. A solid piece bolt with close fitting handle can be 
easily removed from rifle for takedown purposes. 


TO PUT BOLT IN RIFLE — Simply clign bolt lugs to enter 
receiver properly, then rotate safety forward. Push bolt 
forward ond into rifle. 


TO REMOVE BOLT — Push safety forward ta unlock bolt and 
B raise bolt handle.

CLEANING OF BARREL — Use lightly oiled, soft cloth and clean 
from breech to muzzle.

CLEANING OF BOLT — 8rush face of bolt to remove shooting 
residue.
